Sarsfield’s Old Home 


I spent Saturday afternoon viewing the 
Sarsheld antiquities at Lucan House. 
That cottage in the demesne is parti- 
cularly interesting. Originally it was 
used as a kind of ‘‘ Rosamund’s bower,’’ 
and even now, after a lapse of. over two 
hundred years, it retains all its character- 
istic-outline. Latticed windows, thatched 
roof and woodwork are there intact. The 
tower, too, is a not too far dilapidated 
ruin to make you realise how solidly the 
ancient Irish .built their castles. Of 
course, Lucan House itself is a Georgian 
mansion, built in 1772 by the then head 
of the Vesci family, and purchased some 
time ago by Mr. Charles O’Conor. The 
chaste restraint of its exterior is repeated 
in its interior lines, whose beauty is 
enhanced by some rare examples of Italian 
decoration, Angelica Kauffmann’s work, 
and Bossi and Adams’ mantelpieces. The 
blue drawingroom alone is unigue in the 
possession of some rare Kauffmann medal 
lions on canvas, which are set off by the 
gold of Italian craftsmanship on the ceil- 
ings and walls. In the great square hall 
may be seen the only two medallions 
which Angelica Kaufmann ever executed 
in plaster. 


Ornate Interior 


The round drawingroom—one of the few 
round rooms in Ireland—can boast’ a very 
fine Bossi mantelpiece, and against this is 
set the arms of the O’Conors. This device 
is an oak tree supported by two lions and 
surrounded by a Royal crown. Under- 
neath is the motto in Gaelic: “From God 
comes every helping hero.” It is a co- 
incidence, perhaps, that the scene of 
Patrick Sarsfield’s life in Ireland should 
now. have passed into the possession of the 
O’Conors. The mother of Sarsfield, whe 
became the first Earl of Lucan, was an

many distinguishing features, but I was 
intent on portraits of the ancient O’Conor 
clan. It is always interesting to study 
the long heads and features of an ancient 
race, and those old Celts are a study in 
themselves. One of them. who came to the 
fore in connection with the Catholic 
Friancipation movement, looks a paf- 
ticularly fine tvpe. He was a Charles 
O'Conor, of Ballingar (in the West). and 
his kinsman, Father O'Conor, who is a 
Jesyit, is, I believe, writing his life at 
Fag The gardens at Lucan -House 
ook as old as the world.

Tarmacadam is a word that is accepted 
nowadays as ordinary common English. It 
refers, of course, to the. system of making 


roads originated by J. L.. McAdam, the 


centenary of whose death occurs this year. 
The originality of McAdam’s -system lay 
in the use of angular broken stones, in 
contrast to the rounded stones, which 
failed to wedge themselves into a compact 
surface, and also in covering the road 


surface with an impermeable crust, pre- 


venting the ‘water “from soaking through 
to the foundations. McAdam regarded 
roais as one of the most important parts 
of the country’s domestic economy, and he 
agitated continually to have his system 
adopted. In 1827 he had risen to the posi- 
tion of Surveyor-General of Roads, sug- 
gesting that the value of his ideas was 
recognised. The great majority of roads 
to-day have foundations very similar to 
those laid by McAdam himself. ‘What has 
been found necessary to add in the motor- 
ing age is a tar surface dressing to pre- 
vent dust and to bind the stones stil] more 
firmly, so that they may withstand the 
increased stress of faster traffic.

&£ UTSIDE their profession, judges and 
& advocates are very often wuat are 
called * Dull Dogs . Office for the 
legal profession was the reward or price of 
'aoiue poirtical service, and judges trequentiyv 
took part in duels. Lhe appointment of 
Lord Campbell as Lord Chanceiior of Ireland 
was a piece of barefaced jobbery. Mem.-

hese were some of the views expressed by 
Mr. Justice Hanna, the well-known Free State 
Judge, in an address crammed with anecdote 
and stories of ' The Bench and Bar of Ireland 
m the 19th Century,” which he delivered at 
a meeting of the American Bar Association at 
Boston 
_ «Fr. Justice Hanna, who is at present tour- 
ing the United States, had a distinguished 
audience of judges and lawyers, and the Hon. 
Homer Cummings, Attorney-General for the 
United States, presided at the meeting. 
In the course of his address Mr. Justice 
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Hanna stated that the Irish Bench and 
Bar were particularly rich im talent during 
the 19th century. The incomes at the 
probably were larger than at any 
subsequent time, and the profession contained 
an unusually large number of men of bri- 
liant intellect and eminently independent 
character. But while this was true, some both 
of the Bench and Bar indulged in extravagant 
language and conduct, and cultivated eccen- 
tricity, while the judges often permitted 
counsel great iatitude in treating witnesses, 
and even the Court with witty insolence and 
bullying. 

Of the judges it might be said that in every 
period throughout that century office for the 
legal profession was the reward or prize of 
some political service. In the opening days 
of the century, so untrammelled were they by 
any sense of the dignity of their position or 
profession that duels were very frequent. 
Lord Clare fought a duel with Curran and, it 
was said, tried to kill him. Raron Metge of the 
Exchequer fought three duels with mdividuals 
who had annoyed him.

FOUR GREAT FIGURES 


Had one gone into the Four Courts in the 
beginning of the 19th century there were four 
outstanding figures, famous or infamous ac- 
cording to the point of view—Lord Clare. the 
Lord Chancellor, Lord Norburv, the Lord 
Chief Justice, and, practising before them, 
O'Connell and Curran. 

Lord Clare, who as John Fitzgibbon had 
been appointed Lord Chancellor in 1789, and 
given an earldom in 1796, became a veer cf 
Great Britain in 1800 and died in 1802. He 
was the son of an Irish barrister. A greatlv 
hated politician, he: had been called the 
Father of the Union. He exercised an in- 
fluence in Irish political and legal Jife with- 


| out parallel in the case of a Lord Chancellor 


of Ireland. Of great abilitv,. he was a man 
of dominating force ‘of character, full of 
courage, self-reliance. but overbearing. 
narrow, ungenerous and, with many, exceed- 
ingly unpopular. His duel with Curran arose 
out ‘of the debate in. the Irish Parliament in 
which offensive terms were used on bot) 
sides. During the twelve vears that Lor! 
Clare held the Great Seal. Curran estimated 
he had lost at least £30.000 through his 
disfavour with the Lord Chancellor. 

For generations the Irish Bar has sufferes 
the indignity of the judicial appointments in 
Treland being given te members of the Eng- 
lish Bar. On the death of Lord Clare, an 
English equity lawyer, Lord Redesdale, was 
appointed Lord Chancellor, and from his 
appointment in 1802 until] 1841, when Lord 
Campbell was appointed, with the+exception 
of a very short period, the office of Lori 
Chancellor war held in succession by the 
English lawyers—Lord Manners, © Lord 
Sugden and Lord Cambell.

pig ecw Palles, the last and’ greatest 
of the Chief Barons, came on the Bench in 
1874, and retired from that position in 1916, 
having been forty-two years on the Bench 
and having gained for himself, without doubt. 
a reputation as the greatest Irish judge of the 
century. He had never n in Parliament. 
and owed his appointment and his fame 
entirely to his unequalled legal talents. His 
intellectual pre-eminence, his marvellous 
mastery of the science of our law, and his 
permanent contributions to legal principles 
as contained in our Reports; his force cf 
character and integrity will all cause him to 
be remembered as one of our greatest lawyers 
and judges of all time.

An old solicitor, Mr. Nielson, who recently 
died at the age of ninety-four, told a similar 
story of him. Butt was his counsel in a 
case and Nielson, giving him a lunch, ordered 
a bottle of champagne which Butt drank. 
Nielson said, ‘You should make a good 
speech on that,’ to which Butt replied, ‘I 
would make a better speech on two.’ Niel- 
son got him another which Butt consumed. 
The Chief Baron told me that Butt’s powers 
of advocacy in the presentation of facts were 
marvellous.”’ 

Between Butt and Mr. Timothy Healy came 
Seymour Bushe, a grandson of the great 
Chief Justice. He was the -iast of the 
classical orators that graced the Irish Bar, 
apd he had a true Trish wit. At the Bar he 
had a large jury practice where his eloquence 
made him a great verdict-getter, but he be- - 
came a hypocondriac, and took up” practice 
at the Parlhamentary Bar in England, return- 
ing to Ireland occasionally to discharge his 
duties as Crown Prosecutor at the Irish Old 
Bailey—-Green street.

THE CAPERCAILLIE IN 
' IRELAND 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sbin,—We have no need to go back with 
“ Quidnunc”’ to ‘the dim and distant 
ages” to find a period when the capercaillie 
inhabited this country. It was certainly the 
pava sylvestris of which Giraldus wrote as 
abounding in our woods at the time of his 
visit m 1186; and later, in 1678, it is referred 
to in Willoughby’s “ Ornithology ’’ as known 
in Ireland, ‘‘ where they call it cock of the 
wood.” 

More interesting is the mention made of it 
by O'Flaherty in his celebrated '“h-iar 
“Connaught,” where, after naming what he 
deems the most important birds found in 
Mayo, he adds: “ | omit other ordinary fowl, 
as bernades, wild geese, swan, cocks of the 


wood, woodcocks, choughs, rooks, etc,” From 
this passage it would appear that ‘‘ cocks 
of the wood’’ were in 1684, when 


stil 
O'Flaherty wrote gefisidered quite common 
birds, not deserving special notice. 

A change for the worse had evidently taken 
place within the next thirty’ years; for im 
an Irish Statute passed in 1712 we find. 
“that the species of cock of the wood {a 
fowl peculiar to this kingdom) is in danger 
of being lost.” 

All subsequent references confirm this sad 
- testimony. Smith, in his “ History of Cork ”’ 
(1749) writes of the capercaillie as ‘‘ now 
found rarely in Treland, since our woods have 
been destroyed”; and Rutty (“ Natural 
History of Dublin,” 1772) says “they have 
entirely disappeared of late, by reason of the 
destruction of our woods.” 

, There is, however, an Irish Statute, passed 
in 1786, which still includes the “ wild 
turkey ” among the game birds protected 
from January 10th to September Ist, proving 
that it was still supposed to exist here in. 
some numbers—though, curionsly enough, the 
framers of the same Statute forgot to protect 
its eggs, as they did those of other game 
birds. It seems pretty clear that by this 
date the capercaillie must have become very 
nearly (if not quite) an extinet bird in Ire- 
land, and that its disappearance was generally 
attributed to the cutting down, between 1684 
and 1772, of most of cur native woods. ’ 

I do not feel sure that botanists will allow 
that the woods in which, down to the 
eighteenth century, this fine bird held its 
ground consisted largely of pine trees. though 
these seem everywhere to be regarded as the 
capercaillie’s favourite cover and its chief 
feeding resource.— Yours, etc.,

We notice with pleasure that the rates 
for electricity supply in the Free State, 
outside Dublin and Cork, are being re- 
duced. It is a step in the right direction, 
and, before very long, is certain to increase 
the Electricity Supply Board’s revenues. 
Hitherto the considerable price of current 
has placed a ban on its use in many pro- 
vincial towns and villages to which the 
network extends ; but the new reductions, 
so far as we can gather from the E.8.B.’s 
clearly drafted tables, are certain to 
attract more consumers. They are not, 
indeed, large. The price of current 
not only in the provinces, but also in 
Dublin and Cork, remains, in our opinion, 
too high to justify a scheme which already 
has absorbed many millions of public 
money. Yet the tendency is downward, 
and for that mercy we have every reason 
to be thankful. The Electricity Supply 
Board, within the last two or three years, 
has begun to deserve well of the country. 
It has established its finances upon a 
sound basis; it has extended its network 
to embrace many areas that were formerly 
without light, and it has shown vision in 
its adoption of the Griffith-Moynihan- 
Kettle scheme for the development of the 
Liffey as an auxiliary source of supply. 
If this progress is maintained, before very 
much longer the Free State will possess 
one of the finest services of electricity in 
the world. The Board, as we have urged 
before, must be governed by a twofold 
policy—cheapness and expansion. If it 
can reduce its charges to the public, even 
at the cost of a momentary loss, it will 
be recouped by an ever-increasing demand 
for current. As the money ‘flows in it will 
be able to bring its pylons to the innumer- 
able districts which are still dependent 
upon oil-lamps and coal-fires, and to rein- 
force its generators by new undertakings, 
on the lines of the Liffey scheme. Only by 
so liberal a policy, in @r view, can the 
Free State really become “‘ electrified.” 
Current must become so cheap, and so 


the smallest villages, need be deprived 
of it. | 

The E.S.B. will not have discharged its 
full*duty to Ireland until the last vestige 
of the gloom that still overhangs her by 
night will have been erased. One of 
the most notable features of Dublin, to a 
visitor who arrives by night, is its gloom. 
Our city is by no means the ugliest in 
the world, and judicious lighting would 
give parts of it a rare beauty ; but at pre- 
sent it is merely depressing. Yet, 
Dublin is badly lighted, what of the 
smaller towns—with the honourable ex- ’ 
ception of Cork? Ireland receives so 
little sunshine that she might be expected 
to make up by night for the want of it; 
of blackness, Doubtless, a time wil 
come when the local authorities will 
realise that good lighting is more than a 
luxury; and we hope that the day will 
he hastened by the good work of the 
E.S.B. Light, indeed, is not the only | 
necessity. The Free State is committed 
to a programme of mechanical industries, 
and it is, surely, more desirable that 
those industries should find their power 
in the nation’s rivers, rather than the 
produce of other countries’ mines. Let 
them employ the clean power of elec: 
tricity in preference to the dirt and 
squalor of steam factories. The choice is 
dictated, not only by motives of national] 
profit, but also by the claims of health, 
cleanliness and beauty. ~ Again, though 
Ireland for the moment is safe within her 
tariff walls, some day her farmers will 
be compelled to face the full blast of 
world competition, and new methods of 
agriculture will become a necessity. The 
value of electrical power to the modern 
farm is being deémonstrated in many 
nations. It is true that their farms are 
large, and that man-power is not obtained 
with ease; Wut the necessity of those 
modern methods will be proved here 
sooner or later. The Electricity Supply 
Board must be prepared to cope with all 
these varying demands. Already the 
growth in current consumption has s-1r- 
prised the most sanguine prophets, and 
it is certain that the next ten years will 
stimulate it even further. The Board

hich such characters as Peter the Great 
Charles - Stewart Parnell, Disraeli, 
Napoleon, Cardinal Richelieu, Julius 
Cesar, Henry VIII. are brought before 
us with wonderful realism. Such pains 
are spent on what we may call museum 
details that text-hooks for Latin study are. 
illustrated nowadsys with photographs of 
‘galleys and Roman society from the film 
“Ben Hur.” Anachronisms of dress or 
equipment sometimes slip through the 
“ property man's” guard, and scholars 
pounce on the error; but the truth is 
that writers in no former age have 
stickled, like the commercial art of to-day, 
for such small points of accuracy. In the 
result, we have many a spectacle to enjoy 
which is a feast of realistic pageentry. 
There, however, accuracy ends. The 
interest runs no farther than the wonder 
and romance. The dead are evoked from 
oblivion to amuse us, even to thrill us, as 
the favourite verb has it; but not to tell 
us the truth about their careers, their 
hopes, their failures or the faith that was 
in them. Rather than make difficulties 
for Mr, George Arliss, in his truly 
fascinating portrayal of an English states- 
man or a Jewish banker, we alter the 
course of events or the fate of a nation. 
As musicians play variations on a theme, 
so our films perform variations on history. 
Therefore, if Prince Charles came to-day, 
the age would not ask him for his 
criticism of that industrial system which 
rose on his defeat, or seek from him 
leadership in a reform of manners; it 
would ask him to do his tricks—we almost 
wrote, “‘ to do his stuff.’’ Let him raise 
the Standard, let him fight and fail and 
fly, and he will get a bigger salary than 
ever he handled as a Prince Regent or a 
rou en egil, ! 

This intoxication with the romance of 
history} “oing with indifference to its 
lessons, is a bad symptom. It suggests a 
surrender of reason to sensation. When a 
people lives for sensation, it is ripe for 
slavery. Such was the mind of the 
Roman masses, when despots found it easy 
to quiet all discontent with a dole and a 
savage spectacle in the arena. Gone is the 
solid drilling in the, salient facts of 
ancient history and national affairs, and 
so the counsellor of nations finds it hard 
now to convince those who hear him by 
what always must be the soundest euide 
of the statesman, the experience of the 
past. Vainly the sages point to the 
parallel between modern folly and the folly 
which wrecked Rome; for a gaudy picture 
has given this generation its idea of Rome, 
and not the studied words of the past. 

Iam pauca aratro iugera 22giae 
Moles relinquent, 
or the counsels of ill-barbered Cato. While 
conservative wisdom toils thus at a dis- 
advantage, the revolutionary doctrine 
propounds a false theory of history, 
seductive because it exalts the modern 
man, making fools and playthings of 
kings, priests and prophets. How is the 
throng which knows the great ones of the 
past by their fancy-dress costume or their 
matrimonial misadventures to doubt that 
it is superior to what it regards as ‘‘ 1066 
and all that”! History is being shaped 
to-day by the most tremendous forces 
which ever have borne upon our globe; 
forces which are in conflict and are acting 
with a speed and intensity never before 
seen. Students of past history, we allow, 
are not wholly agreed in their interpreta- 
tion of what is happening. Yet, as the 
writing finger moves over Russia, Italy, 
Germany, and now in vermilion lines over 
Spain, surely the instructed can recognise 
writing that we have seen before, can begin 
to spell out the dread words. Is not the 
writing very much like Mene, mene, tekel, 
upharsin? It may be, however, that the 
current interest in the merely pictorial 


fter all, there are well-written history 
books that are well illustrated, and we 
have been wooed in our youth by pictures 
to the printed word. Perhaps, mankind 
is at that youthful stage, and from 
watching Charles or Peter in a film, will 
go on to read history, and sto learn its 
lessons before it is too late.

‘* Blue Ribands”” 


The Atlantic contest between’ the 
Normandie and the Queen Mary for some 
weeks now has been the subject of much 
discussion, in the same way as the merits 
of James Braddock, Max Schmeling and 
Joe Louis vigorously have been debated 
by boxing fans, and by a lot of other 
people, the loudness of whose voices lends 
them an unquestionable air of authority. 
The rivalry between these two ships, built 
at enormous expense with the assistance of 
the British and the French taxpayer, has 
become a purely individual and personal 
affair—childhood’s game of ‘‘ French and 
English ’’ on a remarkably glorified scale. 
For a long time the Normandie seemed 
triumphant, and the Queen Mary’s 
supporters only could mutter balefully 
that the French ship would resemble a 
log of wood once the Queen Mary’s engines 
were allowed to develop their full and 
glorious power. Now the British liner has 
regained the Blue Riband—held br. 
““ foreigners ’’ for seven years—and there 
will be great rejoicings in the land; for a 
ship, built with British materials, con- 
structed by British workmen, and run by 
British sailors, on the night of August 30, 
1936, completed the most rapid passage of 
the Atlantic. It is a triumph over which 
the nation rightly may rejoice ; but by the 
second week in September the nation may 
be wondering nervously if another knot or 
two can be rung out of their champion to 
beat a new average speed set up by the 
French vessel. We are alive to the benefits 
to be derived from keen competition ; but. 
does it not seem almost childish.that two 
million-pound ships should be driven 
quite possibly to an eayly grave in a con- 
test which adds forais to the comfort or 
to the convenience of the passengers who 
are involved in the relentless war? The 
Queen Mary and the Normandie nev will 
out-distance one another by more than a 
couple of hours, and a couple of hours are 
nothing in a four-day journey. Further- 
more, if the Queen Mary continually is 
beaten by an hour or two, it is going to do 
very little damage to the quite invincible 
prestige of the British Mercantile Marine:

about to launch a scheme of reconstruc- 
tion of the main thoroughfares so gigantic 
and so costly that the motorists of that 
city well may believe that the gods have 
interfered on their behalf. New York 
contains more motor cars than any other 
city in the world, and, in addition to this 
drawback, New York is divided into three 
separate portions, by the East and Hudson 
rivers. In the past five years the con- 
gestion of traffic crossing the Hudson has 
been lesseneg™ by the construction of the 
twin-tube Holland tunnel, the new George 
Washington Bridge, and eventually by the 
mid-town Manhattan tunnel, which will 
be put into use in 1938. There were, how- 
ever, no tunnels between Manhattan and 
the Borough of Queens, ón Long Island. 
Now the'civic authorities have perfected 
their plans for a £12,000,000 tunnel 
beneath the East River, and it is hoped 
to have it completed in time for the 
World’s Fair three years hence. This is 
only the beginning of the reconstruction 
scheme. There is also the Tri-Borough 
Bridge farther up the East. River, which 
connects Manhattan, Queens and the 
Bronx; and projects are under considera- 
tion for a tunnel almost the whole length 
of Manhattan Island on the east side, 
and for another between the Battery, on 
the tip of the island, to Staten Island on 
the far side of New York Harbour. The 


success of the elevated express roadwa 
along the west coast of Manhattan Island, 


which has been built on iron girders on 
the level of the first-floor windows, has 
induced the authorities to make plans for 
more of these highways, so that in time 
a complete circuit of the island can be 
made on this type of road, free from the 
obstruction of local and cross-town traffic.

KING’S YACHT COLLIDES 
WITH BRIDGE 


BOATS SWAMPED BY 
DESTROYERS’ WASH 


From RevuTer’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
ATHENS, Monday. 


While passing through the narrow strait 
of Euripus, which separates the Greek island 
of Euboea from the mainland, the King’s 
yacht to-day collided with the structure 
of the iron swing bridge, damaging her bow 
and smashing three of her boats which were 
swung out. . 

The passage is a difficult one, the strait 
being only 120 feet wide at this place, and 
the current very strong. 

No members of the crew were injured, 
but the escorting destroyers, Glowworm and 
Grafton, on ea the mishap, dashed for- 
ward so quickly through the narrow passage 
that their wash swamped and damaged a 
motor launch, and capsized two boats filled 
with sightseers, who had hoped to catch a 
glimpse of the Royal visitor. 

They were, however, al] saved with nothing 
worse than a ducking. 

Rowing boats moored near ‘the shore also 
were swamped by the destroyers’ wash, and 
a small boy paddling near by was knocked 
down and slightly bruised. 

. During the incident the King remained 
on the bridge of the Nahlin, attentively 
watching the proceedings, 

The accident was indirectly due to rough 
weather, which had compelled the Nahlin and 
her escorts to put into Karystos, near the 
south-eastern extremity of Euboea, this. morn- 
ing. Thence she was proceeding up the Gulf 
of Petali and the sheltered Talanti Channel, 
west of Eubdea, instead of taking the more 
open sea route to the northern islands of the 
Aegean and the Gallipoli Peninsula, which 
the yacht is scheduled to reach on Thursday 
morning.

N France the industrial situation is 
fraught with danger, and it is expected 
that the middle of September will see a 
recurrence of trouble in several of the 
at industrial centres, such as Paris, 
yons and Lille. Tite big employers of 
industry have come to the conclusion that 
nothing can avert serious unrest if the 
course of the next few weeks. They point 
out that with the short hours ani higher 
wages they are now working at a loss, 
while it is a common boast among the 
workmen that by the end of next month 
they will be the real owners of the 
factories. Only a few days ago one of the 
leading employers of labour was obliged to 
close one of his factories, this being at 
Lyons, while another has had delegations 
from his employés insisting that he should 
submit his accounts in order that the 
delegates could arrange salaries and hours. 
The French industrialists generally are in 
a difficult position as regards their own 
futures, since many of them have been 
unable to send capital abroad, as most of 
their profits have necessarily been put back 
into their businesses. 


M . Titulescu’s Dismissal 


In diplomatic circles the dropping of M. 
Titulescu from the Rumanian Government 
came as a shock to-day, since he was re- 
garded for so long as the one strong man 
of the Rumanian Government. He has 


} been almost continuously in office for the 


last twenty years, and throughout that 
time he has been a great supporter in his 
country of the traditional alliance with 


the French democracy, while at Geneva he 


has always led the countries of the Littie 
Entente in firm support of the League of 
Nations. His removal is regarded here as 
a triumph for the Fascist movement, and 
one that Germany has been working long to 
secure. It is nosecret that German money 
has been freely used in the.country for 
propaganda purposes with a view to 
driving M. Titulescu from power. Diplo- 
matic circles generally express the opinion, 
however, that it will not be long before 
King Carol once again sends for Rumania's 
strong man. 


Trotsky’s Future 


s ; á 

News comes from Norway to-day that 
the future of M. Trotsky was being con- 
sidered by the Government, and that he 
may not be turried out of the country, but 
sent to a remote place for internment. 
It appears that M. Trotsky refuses to sign 
an undertaking to abstain from political 
activity, and that internment under a 
strict watch is regarded as the only 
method whereby he can be prevented from 
interfering in the internal affairs of 
Russia and other countries.. It may be 
that the Norwegians will be successful in 
their efforts to keep M. Trotsky quiet, but 
hitherto no country has been able to cure 
his habit of intrigue, even though he has 
been carefully watched. He will probably 
find a-way to keep in touch with his 
friends, no matter how carefully he 's 
guarded. In France, despite all the care 
taken, he found means to carry on 4 
correspondence with his supporters in 
different parts ofthe world until exposure 
led to his being driven from the country: 


The Queen Mary

I almost expected the red cloaks to 
bear the hammer and sickle, and, 
although revolution had not gone so far 
as that, wild enthusiasm was caused when 
a member of the audience leapt the 
barriers and proceeded to play the bull 
with uncommon skill and a genuine 
Red Flag.

whose authority is not recognised by the 
half of Spain’’—was unanimously passed 
at yesterday's meeting of the Dublin 
County Council. 

The original resolution, as submitted by 
Mr. J. Corr, deprecated “‘the action of 
our Government in allowing representa- 
tives of the communisti¢ Government of 
Spain to remain in this country while 
their own Government bhaist in their 
appalling persecution of the Christians.”’ 


VERY DANGEROUS 


The Chairman (Mr. P. Belton, T.D.) 
said that, while he fully supported Mr. 
Corr’s resolution in spirit, it was ex- 
tremely dangerous. The Government was 
responsible for the welfare of the country, 
ied. if they decided to sever even diplo- 
matic associations with Spain, it might. be 
the beginning of anything. The beginning 
of such actions by any country might 
lead to serious complications in Europe, 
and, perhaps, even to another World 
War. He suggested that a resolution, 
similar to what was eventually passed, 
should be adopted, as an indication to 


of criticism in the matter, of what was 
the feeling of the Council and the people. 
To achieve the support of the Fianna 
Fail representatives, and so have the re- 
solution carried unanimously, it was 
necessary to insert a clause declaring the 
Council’s confidence in the Irish Govern- 
ment. 

After a discussion which lasted over 
two hours the Council arrived at a fina! 
resolution. which was then passed unani- 
mously. 

Mr. Fogarty was of opinion that any 
resolution of this nature was unneces- 
sary, considering that they had a good 
Catholic Government representing the 
country. 


GOVERNMENT'S POSITION 


Mr. Corr said that he eee that 
some representation should be made on be- 
half of the people of Ireland, and that 
there was no reason why the County 
Council, as their representatives, should 
not pass a resolution disagreeing with 
the action of the Government in this par- 
ticular case. 

Mr. Mullen said that, so far as this 
country was concerned, the. Government 
was both Christian and Catholic, and 
their sympathies would always be on the 
side of people who were fighting for their 
faith. Ireland had never been given 
to communistic tendencies. The ten- 
dency was rather to build up than to 
pull down the forces of religion. The 
position of the Government was ex- 
tremely difficult, and, personally, he had 
sufficient confidence to believé that the 
Government would not take any action 
other than what would be for the best. The 
Government was on the side of those who 
were fighting a campaign for their faith, 
and the Executive Council was capable of 
dealing with any situation that might 
arise between this country and Spain in 
a manner that would be in conformity 
with Christian and Catholic principles. 
From the trade point of view it did not 
matter who won the Spanish civil war; 
this country would still want to do as 
much trade as possible with any country 
in the world. The Executive Council, he 
felt, was quite competent to dea] with the 
situation itself and without interference. 
Instead of criticising the Government's 
action to-day, the Councils should give 
them whatever strength and sympathy 
they could in facing a difficult situation. 


POLITICAL KUDOS 


Mr. Corr said that he did not want to 
cast any slur on the Government. It was 
possible that they could take no action 
other than what they had done in the 
matter, but France was sending men and 
ammunition across the border to help the 
‘Reds’; England was helping them in 
individual groups. They were the people 
who were supposed to be adherents of a 
non-intervention pact, and the Christian 
Irish Government should cry out against 
the breaking of this pact 

Mr. Fitzgerald strongly opposed Mr. 
Corr’s motion. “ I take great exception,”’

FFORTS are being made by the Civil 
E, Service Clerical Association, the Civil 
Service Federation, e Post Office 
Workers’ Union and a number of smaller 
organisations of civil servants to interest 
Mr. de Valera in the arbitration issue. 

In a joint letter to President de Valera it 
is pointed out that the Minister for Finance 
has refused to arrange, as requested, an 
arliitration scheme which would incorporate 
the following ‘‘ essential features *’ >— 

1. The Chairman of the Board to be ap 
pointed by agreement between the Govern- 
ment and the staff organisations. 

2. Each party to be free to select its 
representatives on the ‘Board and its 
advocates before the Board. 

ó, Each party to have the right to bring 
before the Board any claim within a pre- 
viously agreed category, without veto by the 
other party, the Board alone having power 
to decide whether a particular claim falls 
within the agreed category. 

4. The Government to give effect to the 
awatds of the Board, subject to the authority 
of Parliament. 

5. In the event of a dispute as to the 
meaning of an award, the Board to 
determine its own findings. 


MINISTER CRITICISED 


According to the joint letter, the Minister. 
in his letter dated 20th July, stated that he 
was not prepared even to consider the 
question of a conference until he had received 
some further unspecified information regard- 
ing the staff point of view on the unacceptable 
scheme he circulated in June of last year. 
The organisations state that they are unable 
to understand what useful purpose would be 


served by discussing this scheme, which has 
- been turned down because it lacks the features 


mentioned above. 

“There is no precedent in the history of 
arbitration,’’ the Joint letter continues, “for | 
a scheme on the jines put forward by the 
Minister, and it will surely not be contended 
that you had in mind such a spurious scheme 
when you declared at Rathmines Town Hall 
on the 28th January, 19352, that % was 
‘only right that there should be an Arbitra-

CONDITIONS WORSE 


The joint communication to the President 
claims that, ntwithstanding this undertaking, 
long-standing grievances of civil servants 
has. not merely remained unredressed since 
the Fianna Fail Party came into power over 

four years ago, but have been added to 
substantially. 

The letter adds that the Minister’s refusal 
forces the organisations concerned to the 
conclusion that he dees not desire to have 
established a genuine arbitration beard, and 
continues :'— 

“ Before, however, accepting this refusal 
as a definite repudiation of the undertaking 
given to the Service, our organisations are 
of opinion that a final appeal should be made 
to you as head of the Government... We, 
therefore, now respectfully request you to 
be so good as to have arrangements made for 
the joint conference, as proposed by our 
organisations, with a view to having the 
present deadlock speedily ended and a 
genuine arbitration board established at an 
early date to deal with the many serious 
grievances regarding conditions of employ- 
ment in the Civil Service.”

In an editorial article to-day The Times 
says:—For the last ten days there have 
been discussions at Jerusalem between 
General Nuri Pasha Said, the Foreign 
Minister of the Kingdom of Iraq, and the 
members of the Hicher Arab Committee, 
and between the different factions in that 
com mittee. The discussions have been 
concerned with the conditions upon which 
these Arab leaders. would summon the 
Strike Committee to call wff the Arab 
general strike and urge the rebels, whose 
activities they profess to deplore, to @ease 
from their attacks on Jews, British troops 
and the agents or supporters of the 
administration. After much discussion 
between the extremists and the moderates 
in the Higher Arab Committee, this body 
has agreed to accept the mediation of Nuri 
Pasha, whose formula was said to com- 
prise, on the Arab side, a promise that 
the extremists would be invited to cease 
from violence, and on the side of the 
administration an undertaking that 
Jewish immigration would be stopped 
during the visit of the Royal Commission 
to Palestine, and that certain classes of 
political offenders would be released under 
an amnesty. The strike, however, is to 
continue, there is no evidence that the 
rebel bands will hand over their arms, 
and, according to advices from Jerusalem, 
the.Arab leaders expect. that they will be 
allowed to retain them for use on che next 
propitious occasion. 

In this country Nuri Pasha’s unusual 
mission will be regarded with mixed feel- 
ings. Naturally ne one can oppose any 
attempt to discover a reasonable settle- 
ment of the Palestinian problem, but it 
is quite clear that the Pasha’s informal 
and unofficial mediation, though under- 
taken with the consent of the local 
authorities, does not, and cannot, bind 
the British Government or even the man- 
datory administration to any acceptance 
of the alleged terms.

Saturniis in Opposition on the 12th, rising 
at sunset. and setting at sunrise. . He is ‘the 
most interesting telescopic object in the 
heavens at present. His ring system, pre- 
sented pearly edgewise, appears like a narrow 
thread of light transfixing his globe. His 
satellites, as they come and go in their 
orbits, seem to thread é, dhí séá on it. 
An éspecially. mteresting observation willbe 
the transit of Satagp’s largest satellite 
Titan across the pfanet, which occurs 
twice this, mouth, on the 14th and 
29th. Being near opposition, the shadow 
of Titan should accompany the satellite- 
across Saturp, especially at the transit on the 
14th, but the visibility of this must remain 
doubtful, 
take place about the 2lst.. These are things 
to be watched for by those possessed of 
fairly powerful telescopes. They can only be 
seen at, the léng interval of about fifteen 
years, when Saturn is near the equinoxes of 

is orbit. 

Uranus is very well placed now for finding, 
aud identification. He is in Aries, and almost 
exactly mid-way between the conspicuous 
stars Alpha Arietis and Alpha Ceti. Like- 
wise the 6th Magnitnde star, Omega Arietis, 
is very close to the planet’s position, a little 
to the North. Uranus and the star should 
be easily seen together in the field of a 
pair of binoculars, or even of a small teles- 
cope. The. planet is moving very ‘slowly 
Westwards. He rises at 7.40 p.m. on the 
14th. His present position is in a very 
blank region, containimg oniy a few Gt 
magnitude stars, and Uranus will probably 
be the brightest object there when in 
opposition, and, therefore, eamly picked up.

The Moon will be “in conjunction with 
Saturn on the 2nd, with Mars on the 13th, 
with Mercury on the 17th, with Venus on the 
same day, four hours later, with Jupiter on 
the 22nd, and with Saturn again on the 29th. 
None of the conjunctions will be very close. 

This time oí year, when there is a Harvest 
Moon, and also at the Full Moons preceding 
and following, there is a good opportunity to 
see the lunar landscape under “he somewhat 
unfamiliar conditions of evening ilhummation. 
From New Moon to First Quarter, when in 
Spring “the Moon is most. attractive as a 
telescopic object, she is now hardly visible. 
But, per contra, from Full Moon to Last 
Quarter, she rises Lefore midnight; at hours 
when the average star-gazer can most con- 
venientiy be ab:vad. his is, incidentally, 
why she is called at this time of year the 
Harvest Moon; because she so prolongs the 
evening twilight, and thus facilitates harvest- 
ing operations. Now, after Full Moon, the 
part of the Moons surface most clearly dis- 
played to the observer with even the most 
modest telescope, is that over which the San 
is setting or about to set. The shadows of 
the mountains and cther elevated objects are, 
therefore thrown the opposite way to that in 
which they are seen before Full Moon. We 
all know that evening light gives a different 
tone to objects’ to morning illumination, Jt is 
the same with objects on the Moon. The 
great mountain ranges, the Lunar Apennines 
and Alps,. and such vast crater pits as 
Petavius, Catharima, and Piccolomini, as well 
as the valleys of the Alps and Rheita, those 
extraordinary cuts which look as if gouged 
cut by a grazing blow from a giant meteorite. 


all are lighted the opposite way, and reveal 


unexpected details of there structure. This 
evening lighting, especially with a reflect- 
ing telescope, sometimes has the unlooked- 
for effect of turning details inside out, hills 
appearing as hollows and vice verse. The 
effect is, of course, purely subjective. It 
will often be visible to one observer and not 
to another using the same instrument. Try 
it with coins, seals or sculptures in low 
relief, or with photographs thereof, and with 
different angles of lighting. 


THE SUN 


The Sun enters the Sign of Libra at 5 a.m. 
on the 23rd. This is the moment of the 
Autumn Equinox, when day and night are 
equal all over the globe, except at the 
Poles.

DUBLIN RADIO TALK 
ON SPAIN 


ORIGIN OF REVOLT AND 
POSITION TO-DAY 


BROADCAST on the situation in 

Spain was given from the Dublin 

Radio Station last night by Captain 
J. Lacy, who said that the revolt had 
resulted in a savage and cruel war, coloured 
by the bitter ruthlessness that marked 
hestilities when men of the same blood set 
out to kill each other. Evéry nation in 
Europe was on tenterhooks awaiting the out- 
come, and the composition of the Government 
in France made the situation more acute. 
France did not want the revolt to succeed, 
because if it did she would have three nations 
similarly minded politically on her frontiers 


Before the last general election in Spain 
the Government. was anti-Communist, and 
there was nothing of tlie velvet glove in its 
methods. The election in February turned 
the tables; the Left Wing won, and the 
Fascists were imprisoned and suppressed. 
The Army became alarmed. The mob 
followers of the Government got out of hand 
and became anti-clerical, and all Christianity 
was shocked by priest-hunting and ehurch- 
burning. An. Opposition Right íoc was 
formed, which, though not. completely of one 
opinion, was all anti-G6vernment. — 

The Government and its symathisers also 
banded together, though they, like their 
opponents, did not see oy pepe eye-to-eye 
ineverything. Most of the Left groups were 
connected with the “ Popular Front.” . The. 
methods and intentions of the Government 
were feared, and the Army led a revolytion 
six weeks ago. The Army had the old ideas, 
the Navy was split, and the Air Foree took 
the side-of the Government. The insurgents 
had their extremists also, which accounted 
for the reports of atrocities on their side as 
well as on that of the Government. 


ALARMING SITUATION 


The situation had become alarming. The 
European natjons had almost unanimously 
agreed on non-intervention. The. insurgents 
had hoped for rapid success, but the loyalty 
of the Air Force and the split in the Navy, 
together with the preparations made by the 
Government, had baulked their designs. The 
rising had heen fairly general, andl there was 
no definite fighting front. Isolated garrisons 
were holding positions all over the country for 


both sides. The insurgents held thirty-one |. 


provinces and the Government eighteen, while 
most of the branches of the Bank of Spain 
were reported to be controlled by the in- 
surgents, who held the South-West, the West 
and a belt in the North. Government forces 
were mainly in the East, connecting with 
Catalonia in the North-East, and with Madrid. 
The ‘Government had also communications 
with Asturias and with the garrisons of San 
Sebastian and Irun. | 

On the Northern front all the provinces on 
the seaboard and on the French frontier were. 
insurgent, except for Asturias and a thin belt 
about San Sebastian and Catalonia. Inland 
the insurgents were strong in Old Castile, 
Burgos being one of their main centres, and 
their forces extended Sóuth to the Guadar- 
ramma Mountains, threatening Madrid. 

The Government forces were in control of 
Eastern Spain, and held the block of territory 
from Catalonia to Madrid and from Madrid 
to’ Alicante, with a strip from Alicante to 
Malaga, and had columns operating in 
different directions from Madrid.

INTERESTING VIEWS AT 
DUBLIN ROTARY CLUB

NEW variety of man, specially 
I adapted to fall from a height with the 

minimum of damage: this was a con- 
ception put before the Dublin Rotary Club 
at its weekly luncheon in the Metropole 
Restaurant yesterday by Wing Commander 
H. M. Stanley Turner, M.D., F.R.S., who 
addressed the members on “ The Influence of 
Inventions on Our Daily Life.” 

The remarkable achievements of science 
and man’s genius for invention are, said Dr. 
Turner, producing effects which come upon 
us so thick and fast that they are almost 
outstripping man’s power of adapting himself 
to their proper application and use The 
environment seems sometimes to be changing 
more rapidly than man is able to react to it. 

The internal combustion engine—an inven- 
tion which owes its present state of perfection 
to electricity and engineering—in his opinion 
probably had had a more profound effect. upon 
our daily lives, both immediately’ and 
remotely, than any other single invention. 
Without the internal combustion engine 
aviation never could have become a practical 
proposition. He thought that, notwith- 
standing past progress, flying is only in its 
infancy, and that there is reason to believe 
that greater progress and a greater factor of 
safety may reasonably be expected in the 
future. 


MAN’S REACTIONS 
Why, asked Dr. Turner, should ‘not man 


react to his new environment in the air? In 
some things, he answered, his adaptation to 
his surroundings is comparatively rapid, as, 
for example, in manners and behaviour, but 
when adaptation entails changes in anatomical 
structure or physiological function the time 
required may be so great as to be of an 
astronomical order. 

“There is no indication in our bodies— 
unless it be in a part of the internal ear, and 
even that is not specially provided for flying 
—that man was ever intended to fly; nor do 
we know whether there is any limit to his 
power of adaptation, other ‘fos time. If, 
therefore, you were to say that in time he 
will adapt himself to his new surroundings 
in the air, I do not think,’’ added Dr. Turner, 

it ¥ be possible to contradict you on 
scientific grounds, although it is quite impos- 
sible for anybody to make even a wild guess 
as rá ég long it will take. 

“ This aspect opens up a very interestin 
field for inetubabion. The mand at whic 
men fly is already of the order of 300 miles 
an hour. The human body is made ~f 
constituents which differ in specific gravity 
and inertial The bones have the greatest 
weight and the greatest inertia, and it is. 
conceivable that at these great speeds they 
would lag behind arid tend to move back- 
wards, so that in time the bony framework 
of the body might work its way to the back 
and come out on the surface. Once they are 
there they have ony to grow round on the 
outside as a sort of resilient bony shell to 
form a protection for the vital organs—and 
there you have a new variety of man, 
specially adapted to fall from height with the 
minimum of damage. ih ase at this present 
moment we are unconsciously witnessing the 
commencing evolution of such a being.” 


SPECIES OR INDIVIDUAL 


In conclasion Dr. Turner said that in no 
department of our evéryday life had greater 
progress been “made during the present 
century than in medicine. Nature's one 
object was to preserve the species, if neces- 
sary, at the expense of the individual; 
doctors, on the other hand, did all they 
possibly could to save every individual who

the individual at the expense of the species. 
Were they becoming too humane? No 
doctor, and no board or committee of doctors 
could take the responsibility to decide to 
whom all the resources of medical science 
should be extended, and from whom they 
should be withheld. Such a decision could 
be made only if they possessed a faculty for 
looking into the future, which, fortunately, 
he thought, was beyond human power. Their 
best plan was just to keep on doing their 
job according to their lights. :

The prizes in the ‘‘ J” Class this year are 
surprisingly evenly divided, so much so that 
it is difficult to determine which can be con- 
sidered the champion yacht. If dealt with on 
the basis of prizes per starts, then Mr. 
Sopwith’s Endeavour II., the new challenger 
for next year’s America’s Cup contest, will 
rank first in order of merit. Owing to being 
dismasted on two occasions Endeavour II. had 
only 21 starts, but she gathered nine firsts 
and four seconds. Mr. W. L. Stephenson's 
Velsheda registered eight winning flags, the 
same number of second prizes and one third 
out of 34 starts, whilst Mr. Hugh Paul's 
Astra had two less starts and secured eight 
firsts, five seconds and one third. The old 
Endeavour, sailed under the flag of Mr. H. 
Andreae, secured seven first prizes, twelve 
seconds and one third from 33 starts. 

Sir Wilham Burton’s Marina and Mr. A. 
C. Connell’s Westra, as in 1935, again had a 
neck and neck struggle for pride of place in 
the 12 Metre Class, and although Marina is 
virtually top in number of first prizes, with 
thirteen winning flags and eleven seconds, she 
had 40 starts against 33 starts by Westra. 
The latter, however, took eleven firsts, 
thirteen seconds and one third, and if 
calculated on average she would be first in 
order of merit.

in 1931. 

Ninety entries have been received for the 
event. There are thirty-eight byes, but Perry 
has to play in the first round, his opponent 
heing Alfred L. Jarvis, of Tenafly, New 
Jersey. If he beats Jarvis, Perry will meet 
the winner of the match between Ernest 
Sutter, of New Orleans, and Donald Leavens, 
of Milwaukee. Perry should have no diffi- 
culty in disposing of these opponents, and 
if he reaches the fourth stage his opponent 
in this round is most likely to be Wood. .

WORLD TITLE AT STAKE 
AT WEMBLEY

The British Boxing Board of Control has 
informed the Wembley authorities that it is 
prepared to recognise the proposed fight 
between Len Harvey and John Henry Lewis, 
the American holder of the title, as for the 
World’s Light Heavy-weight Championship. 
Final arrangements for the contest have been - 
almost completed, but no date has yet been 
decided upon. 

‘“* We must wait for approval by cable from 
Lewis as regards the terms,” it was stated 
at Wembley Stadium yesterday. “ We do 
not anticipate any difficulty in regard to that 
at all. What Lewis asked for was so ve 
near what we were prepared to give that there 
is not likely to be any argument. The date 
of the fight will depend upon when Lewis can 
leave the United States.” 

Intimation of the British Board’s consent to 
the fight being for the world title has been 
cabled to Charlie Harvey, the American 
manager for Wembley. Len Harvey is not 
British ‘light heavy-weight champion, which 
title belongs to Eddie Phillips. Harvey held 
it until 1934, when, following his refusal to 
accept the share of the purse offered him to 
defend the championship against Phillips, the 
Board declared the title vacant. John Henry 
Lewis won the World’s Championship in 
1955, and defended it successfully last March 
in New York against Jock McAvoy, the 
British middle-weight champion. 


FOORD TO VISIT DUBLIN 


The injury to Ben Foord’s hand, which he 
received when beating Petersen for the British 
and Empire Heavy-weight Championships, is 
stated to be mending satisfactorily. No 
special treatment is required except rest.
